ALSTROMERIAS: exceptionally useful cut flowers which self clean, last 
for two weeks in water; the new forms come in soft pastei colors, are 
of the easiest possible cultivation, bloom spring to summer and should 
be left to dry out until new growth starts. Plant where they can be 
left undisturbed since clumps increase in size and vigor with age and 
are very difficult to move after the first year in the seed bed. Sandy 
loam, plenty humus, sun or very light shece.
